mission, coming fron Hanning » catered Vist lam on horseback via a rorest path 
about siz kiloncters from Cao Bang, which at that bime was still occupl Lod. by 
the French, Jith the exception of the sustrian, Leo figueres and a few 
Chinese, the mission was still at ilo Chi Vinh headquarters in Septombor 1950. 
Tt is not now whether the mission remained aftor that tine.

tnat the Chinese acted as if they were there to inspect and control the 
policy of tae government and of the PCI. mployees of the yovorament working 
under thoiy surveillance wore issucd scevet orders to suard theiy convorsation

5. Because the mission vlamned to make an inspection tour of various ercas in 
Derta Vist Jom, a Ho Chi ‘ynkh Goverment mission, coumosed of No Tung Mau, the 

ane mpoctor ( General of the goverment, To Quang Daxt, and a numbor of technical 

canbe in different goverment offices, conducted a vreliminary inspection 

of the area in early May 1950, 
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6. Although Yo Chi Minh was exbrenaly cordial to the mission, therc wor little 
intimacy between No and his guests. The oxtent of their control over him is 
urimown,. Up to September 1950 there were no Soviet instructors in “orth Viet
